SUBJECT: STATEMENT OF SEVERAL DELEGATIONS ON STATUS OF 
NEGOTIATIONS 

1. REPRESENTATIVES OE THE MAJOR DEVELOPED COUNTRIES OF 
THE U.S., EC, JAPAN, CANADA, THE NORDICS, SWITZERLAND, 

NEW ZEALAND AND AUSTRIA MET LAST NIGHT TO CONSIDER A STATE- 
MENT ON THE CURRENT STATUS OE THE TOKYO ROUND NEGOTIATIONS. 
(AUSTRALIA WAS INVITED BUT COULD NOT ATTEND.) IN THE EARLY 
MORNING OE JULY 13, THE DELEGATIONS CONCLUDED THE MEETING 
WITH A REVISED STATEMENT, LATER FINALIZED AT NOON. 

2. THE STATEMENT IS BEING ENDORSED TODAY BY MOST DEVELOPED 
COUNTRY DELEGATIONS. TEXT FOLLOWS: 

STATEMENT BY SEVERAL DELEGATIONS ON CURRENT STATUS OF TOKYO 
ROUND NEGOTIATIONS. GENEVA, JULY 13, 1978. FINAL. 

FRAMEWORK OF UNDERSTANDING ON THE TOKYO ROUND 

THE DELEGATIONS OF SOME MAJOR TRADING NATIONS HAVE REACHED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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A FRAMEWORK OF UNDERSTANDING ON THE MAJOR ELEMENTS OF A 
COMPREHENSIVE PACKAGE EOR THE TOKYO ROUND. THIS FRAMEWORK 
CONTAINS THE NECESSARY ELEMENTS, AS MAY BE ELABORATED IN 
FURTHER NEGOTIATION BETWEEN THESE AND OTHER PARTICIPANTS, 

TO ENSURE A SUCCESSEUL CONCLUSION OF THE NEGOTIATIONS IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE OBJECTIVES OF THE TOKYO DECLARATION 
OF SEPTEMBER 1973. 

THESE DELEGATIONS RECOGNISE THAT A SUCCESSFUL FINAL OUT- 
COME OE THE NEGOTIATIONS REQUIRES THE PARTICIPATION OF ALL 
DELEGATIONS AND THEY EXPRESS THEIR HOPE THAT ALL THEIR 
PARTNERS WILL CONSIDER THE ERAMEWORK DESCRIBED IN THIS 
MEMORANDUM AS A REASONABLE BASIS FOR COMPLETING A MUTUAL 
AGREEMENT IN THE WEEKS AHEAD WHICH WILL BRING THESE

THEIR PART TO ENSURE THAT THE FINAL RESULTS WILL LEAD TO

THE SIGNIFICANCE OF THE FINAL PACKAGE 
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THE FRAMEWORK ESTABLISHED FOR THE TOKYO ROUND RESULTS 
SEEKS TO PROVIDE THE BROADEST SCOPE YET ATTEMPTED FOR 
EXTENDING UNDERSTANDINGS IN THE AREA OF INTERNATIONAL

ISED INTERNATIONAL SYSTEM FOR CUSTOMS VALUATION WHICH 
WILL PROVIDE A UNIFORM AND FAIR SYSTEM OE VALUATION IN 
CONFORMITY WITH THE PROVISIONS OF THE GATT. WITH APPROPRI- 
ATE TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE THE CODE SHOULD BE ACCEPTABLE TO

GOVERNMENT PROCUREMENT 

THE PROPOSED DRAFT TEXT PROVIDES A BASIS FOR A CODE 
WHICH WILL CONSTITUTE A MAJOR STEP IN OPENING GOVERNMENT 
PROCUREMENT TO INTERNATIONAL COMPETITION BY MEANS OF 
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AGREED NON-DISCRIMINATORY AND TRANSPARENCY PROCEDURES 
UNDER INTERNATIONAL SUPERVISION. PROVISIONS IN THE DRAFT, 

IN PARTICULAR REGARDING REVIEW, ADJUSTMENT AND POSSIBLE 
EXTENSION OF SCOPE, SHOULD ENSURE BALANCED OPERATION AND 
DEVELOPMENT OE THIS AGREEMENT IN THE MUTUAL INTEREST OF 
PARTICIPANTS. THE DELEGATIONS CONSIDER THAT THEIR 
INDICATIVE OFFER LISTS REPRESENT A BASIS FOR CONTINUING

THE FINAL AGREEMENT SHOULD PROVIDE IMPROVED NOTIFICA-

THE NEGOTIATIONS ON INDUSTRIAL TARIFFS HAVE NOT BEEN 
COMPLETED BUT CERTAIN IMPORTANT ELEMENTS OF A COMPRE- 
HENSIVE TARIEF PACKAGE HAVE BEEN AGREED. THE DELEGATIONS 
ARE WORKING TOWARDS RESULTS WHICH WOULD REPRESENT A SUB- 
STANTIAL DEGREE OF LIBERALISATION COMPARED WITH THE 
KENNEDY ROUND. WHILE GENERALLY FOLLOWING THE SWISS FORMULA

GENERAL UNDERSTANDING ON AGRICULTURE 

THE DELEGATIONS BELIEVE THAT THE ESTABLISHMENT OE 
SOME FUNDAMENTAL UNDERSTANDINGS ON THE CONDUCT OF AGRICUL- 
TURAL TRADE COULD PROVIDE A FRAMEWORK FOR AVOIDING 
CONTINUING POLITICAL AND COMMERCIAL CONFRONTATIONS IN THIS 
HIGHLY SENSITIVE SECTOR IN THE EUTURE. SUCH UNDERSTANDINGS 
SHOULD BUILD ON A GROUP OF PRINCIPLES TO BE WORKED OUT THAT 
WOULD LEAD TO AN IMPROVED LEVEL OF INTERNATIONAL COOPERA- 
TION AMONG PARTICIPANTS IN THEIR EFEORTS TO SECURE ADEQUATE 
FARM INCOMES, STABILIZATION OE EOOD PRICES, AND EXPANSION 
OF TRADE IN AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS. 

THIS AIM COULD BE ACHIEVED IN THE GATT THROUGH A 
SYSTEMATIC SERIES OF CONSULTATIONS, EXCHANGES OF INFORMA- 
TION AND THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A CONSULTATIVE COMMITTEE 
FOR REVIEWING AND IMPLEMENTING THE UNDERSTANDINGS AND 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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POSSIBLY COORDINATING THE WORK OF SUBSIDIARY BODIES. 

SUBSIDIES 

THE DELEGATIONS HAVE RECOMMITTED THEMSELVES TO 
ENSURE ACCORDANCE WITH THE PROVISIONS OF GATT ARTICLE 
XVI:3. THE SIGNATORIES THEREBY AGREE NOT TO GRANT 
DIRECTLY OR INDIRECTLY ANY EXPORT SUBSIDY ON ANY AGRICUL- 
TURAL PRODUCT IN A MANNER WHICH RESULTS IN THE SIGNATORY 
GRANTING SUCH SUBSIDY HAVING MORE THAN AN EQUITABLE SHARE 
OF WORLD EXPORT TRADE IN SUCH PRODUCT, ACCOUNT BEING TAKEN 
OF THE SHARES OF THE SIGNATORIES IN TRADE IN THE PRODUCT 
CONCERNED DURING A PREVIOUS REPRESENTATIVE PERIOD, AND ANY 
SPECIAL EACTORS WHICH MAY HAVE AFFECTED OR MAY BE AFFECT- 
ING TRADE IN SUCH PRODUCT. 

TO CLARIFY THE MEANING OF THIS ARTICLE TO AVOID MIS- 
UNDERSTANDINGS, AND THEREBY TO REDUCE CONELICTS BETWEEN 
AGRICULTURAL EXPORTERS AND IMPORTERS, THE DELEGATIONS HAVE 
COMMITTED THEMSELVES TO REACH A COMMON UNDERSTANDING IN 
ORDER TO AVOID DISTORTIONS OE TRADE IN TRADITIONAL MARKETS 
THROUGHTHE USE OF SUBSIDIES AND TO DEVELOP APPROPRIATE 
DEFINITIONS FOR MARKETS AND REPRESENTATIVE PERIODS FOR 
REFERENCE IN CASE DISPUTES ARISE. 

SPECIFIC REQUESTS AND OFFERS 

IN RELATION TO SPECIFIC AGRICULTURAL AND FISHERY 
PRODUCTS OF INTEREST TO PARTICIPANTS, THE DELEGATIONS HAVE 
HAD AND ARE CONTINUING INTENSIVE DISCUSSIONS IN GREAT 
DETAIL CONCERNING OBSTACLES TO TRADE THE REMOVAL OF 
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USMTN 

WHICH WOULD FURTHER THE EXPANSION OF WORLD TRADE ON A 
FAIR AND EQUITABLE BASIS. 

ALTHOUGH THESE DETAILED DISCUSSIONS CONTINUE, A SUF- 
FICIENT NUMBER OF POSSIBLE ACTIONS HAVE BEEN REVIEWED TO 
SUGGEST THAT MUTUALLY ADVANTAGEOUS IMPROVEMENTS, INCLUDING 
THE ABOLITION OF CERTAIN NON-TARIEF MEASURES, CAN BE 
NEGOTIATED IN CONCRETE TERMS EARLY THIS AUTUMN. THE 
ELABORATION OF THE FINAL MTN PACKAGE IS SUBJECT TO COMPLE- 
TION OF SATISFACTORY SETTLEMENTS IN THIS AREA OF 
NEGOTIATIONS. 

COMMODITY ARRANGEMENTS 

NEGOTIATIONS ARE CONTINUING FOR COMMODITY ARRANGE- 
MENTS IN THE FOUR AREAS OF WHEAT, COARSE GRAINS, 
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DAIRY PRODUCTS, AND MEAT. IN GRAINS IT IS NOTED THAT THE 
DIEFERENCES HAVE BEEN NARROWED TO ONLY A EEW KEY ISSUES 
WHICH ARE EXPECTED TO BE RESOLVED WELL BEFORE YEAR END. 

WORK HAS BEEN ESSENTIALLY COMPLETED ON THE ERAMEWORK EOR 
THE DAIRY AND MEAT ACCORDS. THE PROTOCOLS OR POSSIBLE 
ANNEXES CONCERNING INDIVIDUAL PRODUCTS THAT WOULD EINALIZE 
THE LATTER TWO ARRANGEMENTS AS WELL AS UNDERSTANDINGS WITH 
RESPECT TO ACCESS EOR SPECIEIC RELATED PRODUCTS ARE UNDER 
NEGOTIATION. 

THESE ARRANGEMENTS IN COMMODITY AREAS IN COMBINATION 
WITH THE UNDERSTANDINGS AND RULES EMERGING EROM THE MTN 
PROVIDE A NEW ERAMEWORK EOR CONTINUING CONSULTATION AND 
COOPERATION ON AGRICULTURAL ISSUES IN ORDER TO AVOID 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CONERONTATIONS. 

TIMING FOR COMPLETION 

THEDF.LF, CATIONS HAVE COMMITTED THEMSELVES TO COMPLETE 
THE REMAINING TASKS EOR BRINGING THIS PACKAGE INTO FORM 
EARLY IN THE AUTUMN SO THAT THIS CAN BE INCLUDED AS AN 
ESSENTIAL AND SIGNIFICANT ELEMENT IN THE TOKYO-ROUND 
RESULTS. 

IV. TRADING SYSTEM 

SAEEGUARDS 

RECOGNIZING THE NEED TO STRENGTHEN THE EEFECTIVE 
CONTROL OE SAEEGUARD ACTIONS, THE DELEGATIONS AGREE ON THE 
NEED EOR A NEW CODE, BASED ON THE PROPOSED DRAFT INTE- 
GRATED TEXT. BUILDING ON THE PROVISIONS OP ARTICLE XIX, 

THIS CODE WILL REFLECT A BALANCED APPROACH BETWEEN EXPORT- 
ING AND IMPORTING INTERESTS AND WILL ASSURE THAT ALL 
SAFEGUARD ACTIONS ARE APPROPRIATELY BROUGHT WITHIN THE 
SCOPE OP THE NEW CODE. IT SHOULD PROVIDE GREATER PRECI- 
SION EOR CRITERIA AND CONDITIONS EOR SAFEGUARD ACTION AND 
EOR NOTIPICATION AND CONSULTATION PROCEDURES. 

THE QUESTION OP HOW AND UNDER WHAT CIRCUMSTANCES 
AND CONDITIONS A SELECTIVE APPLICATION OP SAEEGUARD 
MEASURES WOULD BE PROVIDED EOR IN THE CODE, IS STILL 
A SUBJECT OF INTENSIVE NEGOTIATIONS. 

UNDER THE CODE THERE SHOULD BE A NEW BODY TO 
SUPERVISE THE OPERATION OF THE AGREEMENT, REVIEW PARTICULAR 
ACTIONS AND MATTERS APPECTING THE OPERATION OP THE CODE, 
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ASSIST IN RESOLVING DISPUTES AND EEFECTIVELY DETER ABUSIVE 
AND UNJUSTIFIED RECOURSE TO SAEEGUARD ACTION. WHERE 
POSSIBLE, BY MEANS OE ELEXIBLE APPLICATION OF SAFEGUARD 
ACTION, THE INTERESTS OE THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES SHOULD 
BE TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT IN RELATION TO PARTICULAR PRODUCTS 
AND PARTICULAR MARKETS. 

ISSUES RELATING TO THE EUTURE TRADING SYSTEM 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE REFERENCE INTHETOKYO 
DECLARATON TO THE NEED TOIMPROVE THE INTERNATIONAL 
ERAMEWORK EOR THE CONDUCT OE WORLD TRADE, A SERIES OE 
TEXTS HAVE BEEN DEVEL 
PED EOR LULL MUPTILATERAL CONSIDERA- 
TION. THE RESULTS WHICH ARE EMERGING IN THIS AREA, WHICH 
IS OE PARTICULAR IMPORTANCE TO DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, WILL 
CONTRIBUTE TO STRENGTHENING THE LEGAL ERAMEWORK OE THE 
GATT AND TO ENABLING THE GATT TO DEVELOP ITS ROLE AS THE 
WORLD ORGANISATION RESPONSIBLE EOR THE EXPANSION OP INTER- 
NATIONAL TRADE AND EOR HARMONIOUS TRADE RELATIONS. 

THE PROVISION OP AN ENABLING CLAUSE PROVIDING A BASIS 
EOR SPECIAL AND DIPPERENTIAL TREATMENT IN PAVOR OP DEVE- 
LOPING COUNTRIES - PARTICULARLY THE LEAST DEVELOPED COUN- 
TRIES - AS WELL AS EOR THEIR INCREASING ACCEPTANCE OP 
RESPONSIBILITIES UNDER THE TRADING SYSTEM AS THEIR DEVE- 
LOPMENT PROCEEDS, WILL BE OP PARTICULAR IMPORTANCE. 

EXTENSIVE WORK HAS BEEN CARRIED OUT ON DISPUTE 
SETTLEMENT/MANAGEMENT PROCEDURES AND POSSIBLE IMPROVE- 
MENTS. RULES AND DISCIPLINES ON TRADE MEASURES TAKEN EOR 
BALANCE OP PAYMENTS PURPOSES EOR BOTH DEVELOPED AND 
UNCLASSIPIED 
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DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, AND POSSIBLE IMPROVEMENTS TO SUCH 
RULES HAVE BEEN DISCUSSED IN DEPTH. INADDITION, 

ELABORATIONS AND/OR BETTER DEFINITIONS OF MEASURES RELATING 
TO EXPORT CONTROLS HAVE BEEN CONSIDERED. THERE EXISTS 
IN ALL THESE AREAS A BASIS IN THE PORM OP DETAILED DRAFT 
TEXTS ON WHICH, IN THE JUDGMENT OF THE DELEGATIONS, A 
MUTUALLY ACCEPTABLE SOLUTION COULD BE SUCCESSPULLY 
NEGOTIATED. 

AS A RESULT OP THESE NEGOTIATIONS, AND AS A CONTRIBU- 
TION TO REINPORCING THE EUTURE TRADING SYSTEM, THE DELE- 
GATIONS HAVE DETERMINED TO MOVE TOWARDS UNIPORM APPLICATION 
OP GATT RULES. 

CONSULTATIVE ERAMEWORK 

AS PREVIOUSLY INDICATED CONSULTATIVE PROVISIONS HAVE 
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BEEN INCLUDED AS AN INTEGRAL PART OE THE DRAET AGREEMENT 
ON NON-TARIFE MEASURES AND THE DELEGATIONS DECIDED TO 
EXPLORE THE DEVELOPMENT OE A GENERAL ERAMEWORK EOR IMPROVED 
INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION AND CONSULTATION ON AGRICULTURAL 
TRADE. TO EURTHER IMPROVE INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION IN THE 
FIELD OF TRADE, THE DELEGATIONS AGREE THAT THE GATT SHOULD 
BE STRENGTHENED AS A FORUM FOR CONTINUING HIGH-LEVEL INTER- 
NATIONAL CONSULTATIONS WITH REGARD TO TRADE POLICY AND 
WITH REGARD TO SPECIEIC ISSUES. THIS IMPROVED CONSULTA- 
TIVE ERAMEWORK WOULD BE DESIGNED TO ENSURE THE EARLY DIS- 
CUSSION OE TRADE ISSUES WITH A VIEW TO PROMOTING THEIR 
SOLUTION. 

STEEL COMMITTEE 

THE DELEGATIONS NOTE THAT SETTING UP OP A STEEL 
COMMITTEE UNDER THE AUSPICES OF THE OECD SHOULD HELP TO 
DEVELOP COMMON PERSPECTIVES REGARDING EMERGING PROBLEMS OR 
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CONCERNS IN THE STEEL SECTOR AND ESTABLISH, WHERE APPRO- 
PRIATE, MULTILATERAL OBIECTIVES OR GUIDELINES EOR GOVERN- 
MENT POLICIES. THE COMMITTEE WOULD PROVIDE A CONTINUING 
FORUM FOR BRINGING INTO CONSULTATION INTERESTED PARTIES. 

THE SETTING UP OF IT WOULD CONTRIBUTE TO A NEW INTERNA- 
TIONAL CLIMATE OF UNDERSTANDING, UNDER WHICH CURRENT 
PROBLEMS COULD BE MORE EASILY SOLVED. 

THE COMMITEEE'S OBJECTIVES WOULD BE: 

- ENSURE THAT TRADE IN STEEL WILL REMAIN AS 
UNRESTRICTED AND FREE OF DISTORTION AS POSSIBLE. RESTRIC- 
TIVE ACTIONS SHOULD BE AVOIDED AND WHERE NECESSARY STRICTLY 
LIMITED IN SCOPE AND TIME AND IN CONEORMITY WITH GATT 
RULES. 

- ENCOURAGE REDUCTION OE BARRIERS TO TRADE. 

- ENABLE GOVERNMENTS TO ACT PROMPTLY TO COPE 
WITH CRISIS SITUATIONS IN CLOSE CONSULTATION WITH INTER- 
ESTED TRADING PARTNERS AND IN CONFORMITY WITH AGREED 
PRINCIPLES. 

- FACILITATE NEEDED STRUCTURAL ADAPTATIONS THAT 
WILL DIMINISHPRESSURES FOR TRADE ACTIONS AND PROMOTE 
RATIONAL ALLOCATION OFPRODUCTIVE RESOURCES WITH THE AIM 
OF ACHIEVING FULLYCOMPETITIVEENTERPRISES. 

- ENSURE THAT MEASURES AFFECTING THE STEEL 
INDUSTRY ARECONSISTENT TO THE EXTENT POSSIBLE, WITH 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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GENERAL ECONOMIC POLICIES AND TAKE INTO ACCOUNT IMPLICA- 
TIONS FOR RELATED INDUSTRIES, INCLUDING STEEL CONSUMING 
INDUSTRIES. 

- AVOID ENCOURAGING ECONOMICALLY UNIUSTIFIED 
INVESTMENTS WHILE RECOGNIZING LEGITIMATE DEVELOPMENT 
NEEDS. 

- FACILITATE MULTILATERAL COOPERATION CONSIS- 
TENT WITH THE NEED TO MAINTAIN COMPETITION, TO ANTICIPATE 
AND TO THE EXTENT POSSIBLE PREVENT PROBLEMS.
